EXPO CONSTRUCTION 
LEAPS AHEAD 


EXPO : construction is surging | 
ahead on the 98 acres of Mackay 


Pier, site of the main entrance to the. 


1967 World Exhibition.

All through the winter and for | 


much of the spring, work on the 
EXPO site was of the unimpressive 
underground variety—preparation of 
the site and installation of the 
essential utilities. Now, the casual 
passer-by can see definite signs of 
progress. 

Farthest advanced in the building 
process is EXPO's future administra- 
tion and press building. The modern, 
zig-zag walls of the structure are 
going up already and the building is 
to be ready for occupancy next 
January. 

Next is the CBC-operated, 4,000,000 
‘broadcasting centre that is to provide 
radio and television. facilities for 
Canadian and foreign broadcasters at 
EXPO. Its foundations are complete 
and building it be closed in. against 
the cold by November and finished 
by April of 1966. 

The laying of the foundation of the 
EXPO art gallery has begun, and 
pilings are in place for the 25,000- 
seat EXPO stadium which will cover 
27 acres. Work on the superstructure 
of the stadium will be started by 
August and entire project is to be 
completed for August of 1966. 

Concrete foundations also are going 
in for the futuristic Rendezvous 67, 
main entrance to EXPO. To get a 
picture of the entrance building, put 
together seven hexagons, each 98 
feet in Hiameter. Then cap it off with 
Fe umbrella-shaped roof more than 
90 feet high, supported on seven steel 
columns. 


The two-storey Rendezvous 67, 
eich of course includes a mass 
transit station where free transpor- 
tation will be available, is set for 
completion next spring. 

Also worthy of note is the comple- 
tion this week of the world’s longest 
orthotropic _ bridge, which spans 
2,265 feet to link Mackay Pier and 
Ree EXPO islands. 


KATIMAVIK STARTED 

Construction of Canada’s multi- 
million-dollar pavilion for EXPO 67 
lis well under way. 

Ground was broken in mid-June by 
Trade Minister Mitchell Sharp, who 
also set a huge pile-driver in motion 
to begin sinking the foundations. The 
pavilion, a huge inverted pyramid as 
its focal point, has been named 
Katimavik—an Eskimo word mean- 
ing “meeting place.” 

More than 200 invited guests were 
on hand for the ceremony marking 
the start of construction, including 
| H. Leslie Brown, Commissioner 
‘General of Canadian participation, 
Gerard D. Levesque, Quebec Industry 
Minister, and Montreal 
Mayor. Jean Drapeau. 

Perini Quebec Inc., of Montreal, 
has been awarded the $6,000,000 con- 
struction contract. In addition, a large 
number of companies are expected 
to share in $4,000,000 worth of con- 
tracts covering everything from 
model boats to complex sound and 
projection systems, 

Strand Electric Ltd., of Toronto, 
has already been awarded the con- 
tract for the rotating platform which 
will carry visitors through a Six- 
chamber revolving theatre. Each 
chamber will hold about 175 sight- 
seers, and the mechanism will move

BRIDGE AHEAD OF SCHEDULE 

The Bridge of Nations, EXPO's 
bridge linking Mackay Pier on 
Montreal Island with Ile Sainte- 
Helene, was completed this week 
three months ahead of schedule. The 
official opening is not until Septem- 
ber. 

The simple, uncluttered span is of 
the orthotropic type-—-that 1s, self- 
supporting without any overhead 
girders or cables. Its length of 
2.265 feet makes it the longest 
bridge of this type in the world, 

The span, 94 feet in width, will 
carry traffic to the EXPO islands 
from the main entrance of the World 
Exhibition, known as Rendezvous 67, 
on Mackay Pier.

‘AREA PLAYGROUND 
LEADERS AT 
QUIN-MO-LAC CAMP 


A group of 26.teenagers from 
Belleville spent last week learning to 
be playground leaders. 

The Belleville group, along with 
boys and girls between the ages of 
16 and 20 from Trenton, Picton, 
Cobourg, Peterborough, Napanee and 
so on, numbering 141 in total stayed 
‘in Camp Quin-Mo-Lac. 

The camp itself is nestled quietly 
in the backwoods along the shores of 
| Moira Lake. 
| Norm Carter, Assistant Director of 

Recreation, Belleville,- is the Camp 
Director. “We give the kids here a 
really good basic training as to how 
to conduct playground activities,” he 
said. 

“Most of the kids get a lot out of 
their week here. The total cost of the 
camp for the week is about $3,000.” 

The day begins early for the train- 
ing playground leaders. They get up 
at 7 a.m. and have a swim before 
breakfast at 7.45. In fact, they all 
have a swim three times each day, 
just before each meal. 

“The swimming in the morning 
helps to wake them up,’ Mr. Carter 
said. “The ones at noon and before 
‘supper help to alleviate the heat of 
the day. It gets pretty hot sitting in 
‘the classrooms listening to lectures 
, when it’s 80 or 90 degrees outside.” 

A mid-morning and mid-afternoon 
break is provided and during those 
times, they all head for the well- 
stocked tuck shop. Lectures begin at 
9 a.m., and except for meals and 
lrecreation periods, go right through 
,to 9 p.m. 
| ‘The meals, cooked by Hugh Brown, 
cook from Albert College, are exX- 
cellent. oy 

The boys and girls at camp are 
lectured in many different areas. 
They're taught playground = phil- 
osophy, working with children, play- 
ground safety, group control, quiet

“Just give me the fringe bene- | 
fits and I'll work for nothing”, was | 


the facetious eaption. under a re- 
cent cartoon, portraying an inter- 
view betwen a job-applicant and 
his prospective boss, 


Such a conversation is not ex- 
actly typical, but it does indicate 
a. trend that is becoming popular 
in modern society, including pro- 
fessional sport., Insofar as the 
National Hockey League is con- 
cerned, the non-salary benefits may 
not be so generous that they re- 
place contracts; but at least they 
are so ample that there is no 
further need for hockey critics to 
demand, “Let's abolish slavery”. 


It wasn't always so. In early 
hockey history, there were Stanley 
Cup champions whose sole reward 
was a 14-carat gold watch, suitably 
engraved — but the player had to 
find hig own chain. Contrastingly, 
in 1964, each tember of the cup- 
winning Toronto Maple Leafs re- 
celved $3,500 as his share of Stan- 
ley Cup successes. 

In 1907, ‘Hod’ Stuart,. Montreal 
Wanderers’ defenseman, was reput- 
ed to be the highest-priced player 
in hockey and his salary was $1,- 
250. After ‘Hod’ had unfortunately 
lost his life in a fatal driving acci- 
dent at Belleville, a benefit game 
was played. The entire proceeds 
were paid to the player's widow 
and children; but the amount was 
only $2,000. 

There is more evidence of the 
insecurity in early hockey, In 1909, 
Montreal Nationals signed Didier 
Pitre to play cover-point at a salary 
of $110 a week for 11 weeks, Even 
that meagre salary had some draw- 
backs for the player was obliged to 
keep himself in good condition; he 
was to be fined $2 for each prac- 
‘tice he missed, and if he failed to 
make good at cover-point, his 
@alary was to be cut in half. When 
Pitre realized what he had signed, 
he threatened to jump to Montreal 
Canadiens; but a court injunction 
stopped that nonsense, In 1912, 
then playing with Canadiens, Pitre 
received a major penalty which 
management said resulted in the 
. defeat of his team; so the club 
promptly deducted $100 from his 
pay envelope. 

‘Cyclone’ Taylor was one of the 

_@hrewdest bargainers of his time; 
yet one year he signed what was 
then supposed to be a good con- 
tract. Taylor was to receivé $1,200 
for his hockey services, plus an out- 
of-hockey job which was to pay 

* another $1,200. 

In 1913, most clubs in the 
National Hockey Association were 
losing money and, to make ends 
meet, all players’ salaries were re- 
duced in amounts varying from 
$300 to $500. At the same time, 
management debated whether it 
was cheaper to pay hotel bills while 
the team was on tour or to prompt- 
ly send the players home after each 
game. zi 
. In those years, professional 
hockey was not very profitable; 
and even after the formation of the 
National Hockey League in 1917, 
most players considered hockey to 
be an uninsured part-time job. 

However, science came to the 
aid of sport and the use of artifi- 
celal ice made it possible for the 
gweason to be lengthened and for 
fce to be uniformly .good even in 
apringtime. These improvements 
encouraged the game to spread to 
large American cities and players’ 
salaries jumped. 

The desirability of professional 
hockey as a career appealed to 
youths: Here was a profession that 
paid big money for only six months’

BUT! and it was a big but; it 
lackedslong life and security. Phe 
prospects knew that for ten years 
or a few more if fortunate, income 
would be high; but after that the 
outlook was rather dreary, espe- 
cially to those who had ‘lived-tup’ 
to their Incomes during the lush 
y¥ars and were faced with suddgn 
termination. For some there re- 
mained the opportunity to coach 
or manage, but there were not 
nearly enough jobs to go around. 

The National Hockey League 
governors were increasingly aware 
of this problem of security and, in 
1947, they instituted an NHL Pen- 
sion Society Plan which in the 
opinions of many, pension experts 
is unmatched in its generosity. 

When it began, the players con- 
tributed $900 per annum, and the 
NHL added varying sums which 
averaged $65,000 each year, After 
ten years’ experience the governors 
not only made additional contri- 
butions to the Fund, but also be- 
gan matching the player's premium 
of $900 per man each year. Finally, 
it was agreed in 1964, that the an- 
nual contributions by both players 


and league would be raised to $1,-]. 


500 per man. : 

The current. National Hockey 
League Pension Society. provides 
hoth profit and security for the 
player and includes these advan- 
tages: 

(1) For players domiciled in 
Canada, all contributions are ex- 
empt from Income Tax, but this 
does not apply to permanent Uni- 
ted. States residents. However, 
when the player eventually receives 
his pension, his rate of taxation 
will likely be lower than that pre- 
vailing during his high-salaried 
years. ; 

(2) After three years of service, 
the player owns the contract out- 
right, including all the amounts 
paid by both himself and his club. 
Also, the death benefits accumu- 
late with compound interest to the 
date of his death. 


(3) Pension benefits are guaran- 
teed for life, with a minimum of 
ten years. Any pension payments 
still due under the ten year’s guar- 
antee will be paid to the, pension- 
er’s beneficiary or his estate. 

(4) If a player does not achieve 
three years’ service, he gets his 
own payments back, plus interest. 
In that event, the club’s matching 
contribution is retained by the 
Pension Fund for the benefit of all 
participating’ players. That sum 
forms part of a dividend which is 
distributed from time to time, 

(5) Pension contributions are 
completely ‘locked-in’ and cannot 
be used as security for loans or 
pledged in any manner. In other 
words, the NHL Pension Plan is 
permanently restricted to pensions 
or death benefits, thus preventing 
earlier wise or unwise disposition 
of the accumulated dollars.

~ Seaweed meal for stock

Animals living in coastal areas 
often develop a strong taste for 
seaweed, They search hungrily for 
it along the shore, in rock pools, 
and even in the open sea, 

Off the coasts of Scotland and 
Ireland, sheep and cattle frequent- 
ly wade in the water, standing 
knee deep to graze off floating 
masses of seaweed, 

AS: near-the-sea farmers know, 
animals that eat sedweed in the 
raw suffer very little from disease 
or poor body development. They 
grow as a fule into strong fertile 
stock, 

But seaweed in its natural state 
is nearly 75 per cent. water, So, 
as farmers in Britain are now 
finding, factory-processed or dried 
seaweed in the form of meal has 
even greater advantages as an 
animal food, Its water content is 
low. It is easily handled, and cheap 
to transport.

Shipping companies are relying 
on their automatic control equip- 
ment to cut down risks of collision 
when their boats sail through nar- 
row, rock-strewn or crowded 
waters. 


Television look-outs, used with 
bridge controls, not only lead to 
fewer risks but tankers and other 
vessels, so equipped, can sail with 
ease through difficult passages. 

Without such aids, the new 
cargo-liner, Manchester Com- 
merce, might find it hard to sail 
through so narrow a channel as 
the Manchester Ship Canal in 
north-west England, and also 
thyough approaches to the Cana- 
dian Great Lakes, 

Bridge simulator 

So important are these develop- 
ments that a new marine auto- 
matic company, founded recently 
by a large British group, is run- 
ning courses for training engineers 
in the robot-like control systems. 

They are taught how to operate,

The same company has a bridge 
simulator with four closed circuit 
television cameras.

If someone 
treats you badly, and you are 
inclined to be depressed about 
it, say to yourself “I am not 
going to let this experience 
spoll my life and my health. I 
am going to be happy despite 
ill treatment, “Do not be dis- 
couraged, Resolve to build new 
attitudes of strength arid cour- 
age concerning people who do 
not respond properly to kind- 
ness, and you are.certain to be 
happier,

The Hudson's Bay Company re- 
cords are being preserved on over 
1800 reels of Recordak microfilm, 
which the Company allows the 
Archives to make available to 
Canadians on the same conditions 
that govern use of the original 
papers in London, Each reel con- 
sists of 100 feet of 35 millimetre 
film, For security reasons, film 
positives will be kept in the Pub- 
lic Archives Building on Sussex 
Drive, while the’ negatives are 
stored in another city. 

For anyone who wishes to study 
the Hudson's Bay Company arch- 


“In the old days we used to 
make hand copies of historical 
documents,” Dr. Lamb explained, 
“but this method was very slow, 
very expensive, and there was al- 
ways the risk of misinterpretation. 
Microfilming was the obvious solu- 
tion to our past problems and we 
have been accomplishing a _ tre- 
mendous amount of filming in re- 
cent years.” ; 

The second largest microfilming 
project undertaken by thé Public 
Archives of Canada was carried 
out with the consent of the British 
and French governments, This in- 
volved the filming of all the re- 
cords of the British and French 
Colonial Offices that dealt with 
Canada. 

“We have also taken our micro- 
film cameras to many private 
places in Great Britain and filmed 
the private records of former Gov- 
ernors-General and British Colon- 
ial Secretaries,” Dr. Lamb said. 
“All of these people corresponded 
privately and in their letters they 
gave very important information 
which they couldn't make public 
in their official reports.” 

Also on microfilm in Ottawa te 
day is a reproduction of every 
dispatch that Frontenac ever sent 
to France, The voluminous papers 
of Sir John A, Macdonald and 
other prime ministers have been 
filmed.

Cooling off period...

We seem to have enjoyed a certain 
amount of respite from the attacks of door- 
to-door salesmen lately. Whether this is 
actual fact or merely that local housewives 
have stopped complaining, we are not 
sure, but we are inclined to think it is not 
the latter. Since the housewife, particular- 
ly in Powell River, has learned that the 


»majority of door-to-door salesmen are 


fast-buck operators, they have been 
notably prompt in reporting them to us or 
to the license inspector with a resultant 
noticeable decrease in their depredations. 

Still, there is something worth think- 
ing about in a new law which recently 
went into effect in Britain. Irate house- 
wives—and their bill-paying husbands— 
complained so bitterly about the growing 
practice of being pressured by door-to-door 
salesmen into instalment buying they 
could not afford that a law has gone into 
effect to get them off the hook. The new 
British law provides a four-day cooling- 
off period after a consumer has signed a 
contract for such an instalment purchase. 
If the housewife — or the bill-paying 
husband decides she doesn't want to go 
through with the purchase of the item for 
which she has signed a contract, she can 
return the goods within that four-day 
period and get her down payment back. 

Now here is something up-to-date 
from what some people consider a back- 
ward nation! 

It would be interesting to find out if 
it could be enacted at the municipal level, 
and if so, it would earn the undying grati- 
tude of many people who have been car- 
ried away by the mellifluent overtures of 
a glib-tongued and personable door- 
knocker. 

If such a law cannot be enacted at 
the municipal level, then it would be 
worth pressing for at the-provincial level. 

It would save a lot of time at the door 
spent trying to say no, and avert a lot of 
intramural battles within our normally- 
peaceful homes.

It can come as a surprise to some 
Canadians that the British colony of Hong

Perhaps by 33 years the United 
Nations may be strong enough to carry 
out mass evacuation of these unfortunates 
to Formosa. But that brings up another 
question. Will Formosa still be a sanc- 
fuary 30 years from now?

Responsibility in the theft of 150 
tons of stockpiled cobalt was pinned 
on the Deloro Smelting and Refining 
Company Ltd. by Industry Minister 
Cc. M. Drury, in the House of 
Commons, 

The Minister was replying to a 
question by Social Creat 
Robert Thompson on police progress 
into the $650,000 theft last month at 
Deloro. 
| Asked by Mr. Thompson who could 
use the stolen cobalt, Mr. Drury 
replied it is used by most industrial 
nations as an,alloy in metallurgical 
processes. 

He added that the government,still 


is awating a report from provinc.al. 


police, who have conducted an ex- 
haustive inquiry since the stockpile 
was found looted May 4th. 

The huge theft, from a warehouse 
on the now-defunct Deloro Smelting 
property, was first revealed publicly 
May 10th.

RE TAX COLLECTORS 


Benson warned Eastern Ontario 
farmers to demand indentification 
from persons claiming to be income 
tax officials. 

He also said that rumours cir- 
culating in Eastern Ontario that all 


this year are untrue. “No one need 
file an income tax return unless he 
is taxable, or unless requested to do 
so by the Department,” he pointed 
out. (With the filing of the 1966 
returns in the spring of 1967, far- 
mers earning more than $800 a year 
will also need to file for Canada 
Pension Plan purposes). 

“We know of one case in Williams- 
town where a poor farmer who was 
not taxable was told he would have 
to file an income tax return om@face 
a $500 penalty,” he said. “In other 
cases farmers are being “pressured” 
into signing for a tax consulting 
service for a fee of $75. Our officials 
are happy to provide information to 
anyone free of charge. In addition, 
every farmer who is taxable and on 
our master taxrolls, receives a Copy 
of the ‘Farmer’s and Fishermen's 
Guide’ by mail each January.

WATCH NEWSPAPER 
SUBSCRIPTION ARREARS 


The Canadian Weekly Newspapers 
Association have advised its members 
including The North Hastings 
Review, to watch the length of time 
that subscribers in arrears are per- 
mitted to receive copies of the paper 
before the subscriptions are can- 
celled. Otherwise, the Post Office 
authorities may begin charging the 
regular postage on copies mailed to 
delinquent subscribers who are in 
arrears over 12 months. 

Actually, the period of grace 
allowed by the Post Office on unpaid 
subscriptions within the free zone is 
not specified in the Post’ Office 
Guide but is usually left to the 
District Director of Postal Services 
to determine. 12 months seems to be 
the maximum period in most Dis- 
tricts, according to the CWNA’s 
letter. Other districts, as for example | 
the Toronto area, limit the period of 
grace to three months. 

Under the direction of the Post 
Office Guide, it is required of local 
|postmasters that they. inspect the 
subscription list of weekly news- 
papers at least once each year, to be 
sure that all subscribers are what the 
Postal Guide calls, ‘regular sub- 
scribers.’ Publishers, who do not keep 
their subscription lists up to date, 
could, according to CWNA's letter, 
find themselves not only giving the 
paper to delinquent subscribers for 
nothing, but also paying the postage. 

We have been requested to provide 


the local Post Office with ap up-to- 


date list. of our subscribérs, how- 
Lever, and before we comply with this 
| request, we are checking obr records 
carefully. Please look at your label. 
i'There you should see the name of a 
month, followed by two figures, The 
numbers represent the last numerals 
of the year. If the label reads July 65, 
‘so example, that means that the 
isubseription is due in July, 1965, If 
i reads Jan. 66, for example, it 
lmeans that the subscription is paid 
in advance, until January, 1966. 

The Review has a number of sub- 
scribera whose subscriptions are in 
arrears, We ask your co-operation by 
requesting you to look at the label 
on this issue of your paper. If it 
reads priot to July 65, your sub- 
scription has expired and your prompt 
payment will be much appreciated 
by the publisher in order that we 
may provide the Post Office with a 
list ae quickly as possible.

He is Maurice Sauve, who 
has been shunted into the minor 
post of forestry minister, and 
was over-looked in the post- 
Dorion cabinet shuffle. 

When Parliament resumes in 
September, Mr. Pearson will 
have to satisfy the Opposition 
.. and the Canadian people — 
that the “old gang” from Mont- 
real has been cut down to size.
